On Nov. 1, 1926, Tom Peck, 70,
retired from his position as gen-
eral passenger agent of the Union
Pacific System to farm and dream
on his- comfortable littie country
estate in Arcadia.

“] would stay right here in the
harness if I could,” he said as he
gazed out of his office window,
“but they want me to have a rest.

“When I came here in 1897 Los
Angeles was just a village. Now it
is the greatest business center in
the west, and I like to think that
perhaps I had a little to do with
its glorious growth and success.
“They cap retire me, but they
can't make me forget the roar of
the railroads and the shrill whistle
of the locomotives. It's in my
blood,, and while I am out there on
my little ranch in Arcadia tinkering
about I expect at times I will feel
like dropping everything and climb-
ing on the first train that comes
along, just to be going somewhere
again with the boys.”

Comes to L. A.

Tom Peck’s first job in Los An-
geles was with the Los Angeles
Terminal Rallroad as general pas-
senger agent at $60 a month. Those
were strenuous days when it took
ingenuity to stimulate travel, even
to the point of augmenting the sup-
ply of sea-shells at the beach to
attract excursionists to take a ride
down to Terminal Island at a dol-
lar a ticket.

“One thing I enjoy is all the
bouquets I am getting before I
‘dle’,, sald “Col.” Peck. “Letters
have come in from all over the
country, some of them from boys
T haven't heard of for years. It Is
gratifying to know that your
friends of years ago haven't for-
gotten. I am going to keep them
to make me remember. I have a
big sunny porch out at my house
where T am going to fix a sort of
trophy room with al! the me-
mentoes of my rallroad days—and
I have, lots of them.

“An engineer dropped in to see
me the other day. He sald ‘Tom,
how long have you and I been
working together? I sald ‘About
26 years, George.'! He sald ‘Remem-
ber the time you came up to my
engine and gave me that cigar? I
haven't forgotten it, and I have
always tried to handle my train
80 as not to jar the passengers
since then.’

Climbs Steadily

“I was on a little trip, and dur-
ing the night George had a little
trouble starting and stopping and
jerking the train so badly that he
woke me and several of my neigh-

bors. The first chance I got the
next day I went up and handed
him a cigar and asked him to be
more careful, as it was hard
enough work for me to keep people
sold on using the road without
having them all shaken out of a

sound sleep.”
